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RELIEF NEEDED AT DUNBAR. 


The Last Day of the Debate in 


the House. 


GALLERIES CROWDED WITH PEOPLE, 


Who Loudly Applaud Telling Point* Made 


by tut Speakers—The Vote on. Repre- 
sentative Lodge'! Measure Results In 
155 fur to 148 Against It—How Presi- 
dent Harrison Could Do a Good Thing 
for Idaho and Wyoming. 


WASHINGTON CITY, July 2.—The house 


met promptly nt 11 o'clock Tuesday and 
resumed the consideration of the federal 
election bill, the pending question being 
on the amendment offered by Tucker of 
Virginia requiring tbe judge of the cir- 
cuit court (associated with the judge of 
the district) to pass upon application for 
supervisors of election. Frank of Missouri 
said that he was in favor of the bill so far 
as its scope was to extend the operation of 
the supervisory system, but he opposed its 
scope so far as it proposed to obtain federal 
control of elections. 
He opposed the 


amendment because he thought it Bought 
to weaken the present law. The amend- 
ment was rejected. 


Opposed by Springer. 


Springer of Illinois opposed the amend- 


ment, declaring that its purpose was to 
pack the juries of the country with Re- 
publican partisans. It was the culmina- 
tion of the outrage which was contem- 
plated by the bill. Bouteile of Maine de- 
clared that in his opening speech the gen- 
tleman from South Carolina (Hemphill) 
had preached the old doctrine of nullifi- 
cation; and he appealed to the young and 
old in the north to declare that this sort 
of thing should come to an end. Taylor 
of Tennessee, said that in his district 
there wa-s no need for this law. Fraud, 
intimidation and ballot box stuffing were 
unknown there. But he would not with- 
hold relief from his fellow citizens else- 
where who needed it. 


A Scene of Confusion. 


The duty of the hour was for the repre- 


sentatives of the people to invoke by law 
and the strong right arm of the federal 
power ami wield it until every man in 
every city, town, hamlet and precinct in 
every =>tate, ucuth, south, east and west, 
should l>e free under the nag, and pro- 
tected to the fullest extent in the enjoy- 
ment of all Ins privileges, immunities, 
and fruuchi-L-s by the constitution guar- 
anteed to every American citizen. [Re- 
publu-.'tu Mp^lause.] Howell's amendment 
"was a^rce'l to on a vote by tellers, yeas 
146, nuys 143. Considerable confusion fol- 
lowed the 
announcement of the vote, 


puthwaite of Ohio, said the yeas and nays 
tad been demanded. The speaker said 
the demand was too-late. The Democrats 
all nrc/!if to their feet at the request of 
Outhwuite to demand the yeas and nays, 
rind the speaker said that if there was no 
objection the yeas and nays would be or- 
dered. The yeas and nays were called and 
the amendment was adopted, yeas 150, 
nays 144. 


Springer's Motion Defeated. 


Two o'clock having arrived the speaker 


declared the previous question ordered on 
the 
bill and amendments. 
Springer 


moved to lay the bill ou the table. Lost 
—yeas 148; nays 136. The only Republic- 
ans who voted to lay on the table were: 
Colemnu of Louisiana, and Lehlbach of 
New Jersey. The vote was then taken on 
HemphiH's amendment relative to the 
use of troops at the polls, and it was re- 
jected, yeas 145, nays 
156. 
Springer 


changed his vote from the affirmative to 
the negative and moved a reconsideration 
of the vote. Mr. Rowell moved to lay tbe 
motion on the table, and it was agreed to, 
yeas 153, nays 148. 


The bill passed the house at 5:15 p. m., 


155 to 143. 


Applause from the Galleries. 


An unusual crowd witnessed the closing 


scenes in the debute on the bill. Every 
seat in all the galleries, excepted those re- 
served for the president and the diplomatic 
corps, was filled and scores of men clus- 
tered about the doorway. During the ex- 
citement, toward the end the galleries 
frequently joined in the applause that 
greeted telling points made by those on 
the floor. 


WYOMING AND IDAHO. 


A Nice Thing for "the Horning" to Occur 


ou July 4. 


WASHINGTON CITY, .Tul/ 2.—It only 


needs the autograph of the president to 
add two new states to the Union, and 
it is proposed that "the borning" shall 
take place on the Fourth of July. No 
state was ever born on Independence day, 
and it would be a very nice thing for 
Wyoming and Idaho to date their state- 
hood from the Fourth of July, but the 
president is hardly the man to allow sen- 
timent to interfere with his plans, and he 
is making a desperate effort to get away 
from "Washington and spend the Fourth 
of July with the rest of the family at Cape 
May. 


Too Hot to Talk Much. 


It was not expected that the Idaho bill 


would go turough with so slight opposi- 
tion, but the arguments against it were 
the same as those that already had been 
applied to the Wyoming case, and the 
weather is not conducive to much talk- 
ing. 
The Wyoming bill, which passed 


last wenk, has gone back to the house in 
order to secure its concurrence in a slight 
amendment which no one objects tt>— 
leaving the title to so much of the Yel- 
lowstone park as lies within the boundary 
of the new state in the federal govern- 
ment—and it may not reach the president 
before he leaves the city, but there will 
be no delay in making Idaho a state.

Twenty-One Widows and Seventy-Seven 


Orphans to Cure For. 


DDKBAB, Pa., July 2.—The work ot 


smothering or putting out the fire in the 
Hill Farm mine has commenced. The 
mine can not be flooded, and an effort is 
being made to smother the flames. It ia 
thought there is only one way in which 
the property will be of any use again. 
That is to shut up the burning portion in 
walls of brick. By confining it in this 
mariner part of the vain which has never 
been reached will ba within reach. The 
coroner's inquest over the bodies of tho 
men brought out of the slope will begin 
Monday. It will be one of the most im- 
portant ever held in this district. It will 
be the aim of the coroner to try .and test 
the entire work from the fi rst. What is 
most needed here now is relief for the 
twenty-one widows and seventy-seven or- 
phans of tbe victims of the explosion. 
Money is needed badly, as there is much 
suffering. 


A Mother's Emotion in Court. 


ST. Louis, July a. —There was a pathetic 


scene in Judge Kleine's branch of the cir- 
cuit court Tuesday wliea the cii.se of John 
Bertrand against Louis fi. Bt-rtrand for 
possession of Edith May Bertrand, aged 9 
years, was decided. The pair were di- 
vorced several years a^o and the father, 
who had again married, has been try- 
ing to secure possession of the child. 
The case has been on trial for a week, and 
the testimony was concluded Monday by 
Mrs. Bertrand making an appeal to the 
court not to take the ciiild Iroin her. The 
judge Tuesday denied the father posses- 
sion of the child, and when Mrs. Bertrand 
heard the good news she fell unconscious. 
She was carried from the court room with 
her child beside her. 


A ICich Ledge of Copper. 


ST. PAUL, July a.—A ledge of almost 


pure copper, suid to be greater in extent 
than either the Calumet and Hecla in up- 
per Michigan, or Anaconda in Montana, 
has been discovered at Kettle River rap- 
ids. It ii particularly rich. The copper, 
being dendritic, is easily mined, while the 
silver is in detached particles nnd found 
with the copper. The land in that section 
has been occupied and located many years 
as pine lands, ami patents received from 
the government, and the bulk of it be- 
longs to a gentleman in this city. The 
discovery is known to but few. 


Down on Original Package Joints. 


K.iXSAS ClTT, Mo., July 2.—The citizens 


of Ottawa. Kan., are determined that no 
original package house can do business in 
that town. Will Deford sounded a false 
alarm and brought out 2<>n citizens to mob 
an original package agent. Deford had 
learned the .signal agreed upon by the 
safety committee, and, using the Method- 
ist church bell, signaled that the agent 
had loaded his liquor on a wagon and was 
hauling it to a rented store. The commit- 
tee looked for Deford, but lie could not be 
found. People say no saloons shall be run 
there. 


Out of Reach of Poor People. 


ST. Lovis, Mo., July 2.—A grasping com- 


bine has advanced the price of ice here to 
$1 per 100 and the nabobs absolutely re- 
fuse to sell less than 10 cents worth under 
any circumstanced. This places it out of 
reach of thousands of poor people, and be- 
sides the price of every other necessity in 
the keeping of which ice is a factor will go 
up. The price was doubled at one swoop, 
and may go higher. One of the biggest 
ice houses ia to.vn c-iuglit. lire from spon- 
taneous combustion in less than twenty- 
four hours after the advance and burned 
down. 


Bloody Affair iu Georgia. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., July 2. — Constable 


Starling, Justice of the Peace Charles 
Cowart and Tom McKt-ithen (the latter 
colored) went to the housu of a desperate 
negro—Jim Wadley—near Millwood Mon- 
day to serve a warrant of arrest for the 
theft of a rifle from McKeithen. 
Wadley 


fired upon the party, killing Mr. Starling 
and wounding Mr. Cowart, probably fa- 
tally. McKeitben fired both barrels of 
his shot-gun into Wadley, and also shot 
him with Mr. Cowurt's rifle. Wadley is 
dying. McKeithen is at liberty.

Had a Premonition of Death. 


POTTSVILLE, Pa., July 13.—Lewis F. Hel- 


ler, the Reading engineer who was killed 
in the wreck at Tuckerton, had a strange 
premonition of his fate. The day before 
the accident Heller said to several friends 
that he felt he should be killed on his 
train before long. When leaving home 
to take his train on the day of the disaster 
he hunted up and said good-bye to many 
of his friends, telling them that he did 
not expect to see them again. This feel- 
ing continued up to the time of the catas- 
trophe when lie lost his life. 


A Triumph for Pasteur's Method. 


NEW YORK,'July 'i.—A longshoreman 


of Jersey City who was bitten in the left 
hand by a dog last Sunday was admitted 
Tuesday to the Pasteur institute. One 
patient was discharged. He was from 
Ontario and has been under treatment 
sixteen das's. The man was bitten thirty- 
five days before he started for this city. 
Three days after his arrival he showed 
alarming symptoms, and for two days he 
was delirious. After the fifth inoculation 
he began to improve, and Tuesday he 
was cured. 


Opposed to Sunday Ball Playing. 


ISHPEMING, Mich., July 2.—An indigna- 


tion meeting was held at the Swedish 
Methodist church to protest against Sun- 
day baF-e ball playing. Nine clergymen 
and 1,200 laymen were present. A com- 
mittee of nine, with Neil Gilchrist as 
chairman, was appointed to enforce the 
tow. No petitions will be drawn up, but 
an appeal to the law will be made at once. 
Twelve of the Protestant churches of the 
city are backing the movement. 


Denounced Two Pension Bills. 


NEW YORK, July 2.—Grand Army men 


of Kings county h£ld a largely attended 
reunion at Bidgewood park, Brooklyn, at 
which Maj. Gen. Henry W. Slocum made 
an address of welcome. The general spoke 
at length on the pension question, de- 
nouncing both the dependent and the serv- 
ice pension bills and holding that the gov- 
ernment should call a halt in its profuse 
expenditure in that line. His remarks 
were greeted with applause.

NEXT ELECTION AN IMPORTANTONE. 


In Fact, One of the Most Important Ever 


Held In the State of Indiana—He Claims 
That Democratic Senators in Montana 
Were Robbed of Their Seats nnd That 
the Republicans Are PreparingaFraud- 
ulent Census. 
INDIANAPOLIS, July -2.—Governor Hill 


addressed the Heudricks club Tuesday 
night. There was scarcely standing room 
in the club rooms. He began by congrat- 
ulating the organization upon the success- 
ful termination of the unveiling ceremo- 
nies. He said that this was an off year 
from a political standpoint. Nevertheless 
the next election would be one of the most 
important ever held in the state of Indi- 
ana. Two years ago tlia Republicans ob- 
tained control of congress and entered 
upou an era of partisanship. An acci- 
dental speaker had assumed the power of 
the house of representatives and was run- 
ning or endeavoring to run that body to 
suit himself. Bills were passed without a 
quorum and regardless of law and riiiht. 
They had refused to adopt rules for fear 
the minority would thereby be enabled to 
secure their rights. Time after time Dem- 
ocrats had been unseated simply because 
they were Democrats to make way for Re- 
publicans. 


A Fraudulent Census. 


Since the first of the year two Demo- 


cratic senators, representing the recently 
admitted state of Montana, had been vir- 
tually robbed of their.seu.ts. The speaker 
said that he ilid not believe that the law- 
abiding people of this country would sub- 
mit to further outrages of this kind. 
There was only one side upon which this 
class of citizens could stand. Governor 
Hill said that tlie Republicans were pre- 
paring now to spring n fraudulent census 
on the country. Unscrupulous men were 
at the head of this important department 
and they in turn employed political heel- 
era. It was especially the intention of the 
Republicans to discriminate against the 
southern states to further their ends. 
Governor Hill discussed the tnrtll ques- 
tion at great length. Tlie Democrats were 
not free trailers. They simply favored an 
equitable revision of tlie present excessive 
tariff ou the necessaries of life. 
They 


were opposed to the collection of war 
taxes in times of pence, and the accumu- 
lation of a surplus in tlie treasury for the 
mere purpose of fost"i'iii^: favorite inter- 
ests. 


In Favor ol TurifT Reform. 


The Democratic pany was iu favor ol 


legislation for 'the many. The speaker 
read a few extracts from a speech which 
he delivered in Albany, X. Y., and in which 
he declared himself heartily iu favor of 
tariff reform. He was glad to be able to 
reiterate those sciitiinunts and to know 
that on this question the party had made 
no chiiugu 
of 
bii^e. 
Tin; Democratic 


party's stand on the tarill could not but 
commend itself to tho pi-ople. 


Governor Hill's speech was received 


with much enthusiasm, and after he had 
taken his seat tlieru were loud culls for 
Senator McDonald, who responded briefly, 
saying that it was of tho utmost impor- 
tance that the Democrats should secure a 
victory this fall, and he took itfor granted 
that if they did they would not allow the 
present incumbent to succeed himself. He 
dwelt at great length upon the election 
frauds of 1870 and 1S8U, and referred to the 
Dudley letter. 


WILL FIGHT THEJJENNETT LAW, 


Action of the \VlHOon-iiii Synod of the 


Ijiltlu-raii Ciiureh. 


OSHKOSII, Wis., July 2.—The Wisconsin 


synod of the Lutheran church, which met 
at Watertown recently, made provision 
to raise money for fighting the Bennett 
law. The Rev. Christopher Dowidat, pas- 
tor of the German Lutheran Evangelical 
Grace church, oil Nebraska street, is treas- 
urer of this synod. 
He states that the 


synod made it the duty of every congrega- 
tion to take up a special collection some 
time during the summer for the purpose 
of fighting tlie Bennett law. This collec- 
tion can bu taken at any time convenient 
to the congregation, and the money is to 
be sent to the .synodal treasury. 


How tho Money Will B« Used. 


The money will be used by the Lutheran 


state campaign committee for printing 
and distributing anti-Bennett law litera- 
ture, and for other campaign expenses; 
and, if the special collections do not fur- 
nish enough, money will bo taken from 
the general synodal treasury. "We will 
spend all (he money we need in the fight," 
said Mr. Dowidnt, "if we are obliged to 
borrow it." This collection is entirely 
voluntary, but it was made the duty of 
each pastor to urge the people to contrib- 
ute liberally.

FOREIGN MISCELLANY. 


Conflict Hutween Strikers and Police. 
LONDON*, July 
a.—The striking em- 


ployes at the Leeds gas works had a seri- 
ous conflict with a force of policemen who 
were endeavoring to prevent disorder. 
The strikers used stones, sticks, and bot- 
tles as weapons, and the officers were in- 
discriminate in the use of their batons, 
and many on both sides were injured. In 
consequence of the strike the city was 
Tuesday night in total darkness. In the 
evening troops were summoned 
from 


York. On their arrival a mob pelted them 
with stones and the soldiers charged 
on the crowd. One magistrate and many 
soldiers, policemen, aud civilians were in- 
jured. The "blacklegs" finally deserted 
the gas works. 


The Panama Canal Again. 


PARIS, July 2.—The commission sent by 


the government to Panama to investigate 
the condition of the canal have issued a 
further report dealing with the defectp 
and omissions of the four plans proposed 
for the completion of the cunal. Accord 
ing to the first of these plans the canal is- 
to be isolated, no use being made of the 
existing waterways. The second plan pro- 
poses to make use of such waterways. 
The third provides for a ship railway as a 
portion ol 
the 
proposed iiiterocounit 


route, and the fourth for a tunnel through 
the high land at Culebra. 


The Cholera. 


MADRID, July 2.—During the lost two 


weeks there have been 144 cases of cholera 
anil thirty-six deaths from the disease in 
Gandia, three deaths occurring Tuesday. 
The medical authorities are of the opinion 
that the disefi.se will not spread further. 
The latest cases are of a less malignant 
type. 


PAHIS, July 2.—The council of health to 


day announced that a slight cose of cholera 
had been reported in Cuaxcu, but that 
there were no cases of the disease else- 
where in Prance.

LONDON, July 2.—Mr, A. E. Jessup, of 


Philadelphia, was married in the private 
chapel 
of 
Glamis castle, Forfarshire, 


Scotland, to Lady Mildred Lyon, second 
daughter of the Earl of Strathmore. Only 
intimate friends of the bride and bride- 
groom were present at the ceremony. The 
bridemaids were Lady Constance and 
Lady Maud Lyon, Butters of the bride, and 
her nieces, Violet and Muriel Lyon. The 
honeymoon will be passed at Airlie castle, 
the seat of the dowager countess of Airlie. 
Mr. Jessup settled $150,000 on his bride. 


The Riot at Erxerom. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, July 2.—It transpires 


that the riot at Erzerom growing out of a 
detachment of Turkish soldiers searching 
a church for concealed arms while relig- 
ious resvices were in progress, was much 
more serious than at first reported. The 
Moslem population turned out in the wild- 
est disorder and attacked the soluiers with 
desperate frenzy. 
In the fight which en- 


sued fifty persons were killed and more 
than 100 wounded. Many of the killed 
and injured were soldiers. 


Vienna Weavers on Strike, 


VIENNA, July 3.—The weavers of this 


city have gone out on strike to en force a 
demand for an increase of wages ranging 
in amount from 30 to 80 per cent. They 
also insist that female labor in the mills 
shall cease. It was found necessary to call 
out the military to suppress disorderly 
manifestations on the part of the striking 
weavers. A number of the leaders of the 
strikers have been been arrested. 


His Enemies Finally Beached Him. 
VIENNA, July 2.—Sig. Pristina, the Ser- 


vian consul, was assassinated 
Tuesday 


night. The news of the murder reached 
the city in the morning, but the full par- 
ticulars of the affair have not yet been 
learned. For some time the enemies ol 
the consul havesought his life. 


Was Determined to Ille. 


CHICAGO, July 2.—Mrs. Pericon Walden, 


63 years old, who lives at Ninety-third 
street and Washington avenue, committed 
suicide early in the morning by drowning 
herself in a stone quarry at Stony inland. 
She left home early and was apparently 
in good spirits. Soon afterward she was 
seen to cut her throat, and ou being dis- 
covered ran to the quarry aud jumped ia. 
She was drowned before assistance could 
reach her.

a;. The inference is those flags are uot 


as plentiful as The H»p would have us be- 
lieve. And this same minister tells why 
the Southern man reveres the memory of 
his dead soldier. Our hungry patriots will 
not understand it; but this article is ad- 
dressed to those whose thirst for office has 
not deadened their sense of justice and 
their feeling of humanity. 
We think these

The trial of Burns and Bryant, the ne- 


groes charged with assaulting David Wood, 
he tailor, was commenced hi Justice Ham- 
mer's court yesterday afternoon. The charge 
against Bryant, was dismissed, and he was 
used as a witness by the prosecution. J. 3. 
flan, appeared for Burns, and I. R. Mills 
for the people. The case has assumed a 
sensational character because of the Intent 
of the prosecution to prove a conspiracy— 
or hi other words an attempt will be made 
»prove that Burns was hired to waylay 
Woods and "do him up." Woods Is a non- 
union tailor, and It is claimed that union 
men paid the negro for assaulting him. On

Witness said he was visited by Marshal 


Mason in the "hot box on Franklin street1 
and that the marshal advised him to tell the 
truth. 


Bryant didn't appear to know ranch about 


the case; didn't know anything about the 
fight and didn't know the color of the coal 
claimed to have been left at the corner of 
Water and North streets by Bums. When 
asked what was the color of the coat worn 
by Burns he answered, "white," and when 
asked further if it was as "white as the one 
worn by Mr. Mills," he replied, "Yes, sir, 
whiter, It was washed." 


Evidence is not yet concluded and the
